Shortly after 2 o'clock yesterday 


afternoon John P. Reed, Bedford's 
oldest citizen and the second oldest 
member of the Bedford Bar, passed 
quietly into the realms beyond the 
veil that separates time from eter- 
nity, at the advanced age of 91 years, 
four months and one day. 


JOHN P. REED, ESQ. 


John Philip Re.ed was born in 


Schellsburg January 13, 1817, being 
the oldest son of Michael and Eliza- 
beth Reed, his mother being a daugh- 
ter of John Schell, the founder of 
Schellsburg. His father was the old- 
est son of John Philip Reed of Frank- 
lin county, Pa. He learned to read, 
•write and cypher in the village school 
before the institution of the common 
school system, and this with a little

Latin was all the educational ad- 
vantages he enjoyed. 
He was bap- 


tized in infancy by the Rev. Henry 
Gerheart, the first Reformed pastor 
.in Schellsburg, and'was brought up 
in the Reformed church and was ad- 


jt mitted to full membership by con- 
-- Urination by Rev. George Leidy. • 


His youth was spent in various 


labors, first as an assistant to his 
father in the cabinet shop, convey- 
ancing and surveying. He was studi- 
ous and read with avidity all such 
books as he could lay his hands up- 
on, which were few. When about 14 
years of age he served Schell & Mar- 
tin in Newry as a storeboy. 
He al- 


ways made himself useful, and it was 
remarked of him by a sage that he 
was young in years but had an old 
head on him. 
By the request of his 


fellow citizens of the Borough of 
Schellsburg, in March 1S40 he was 
elected Justice of the Peace, for the 
term of five years, and being faithful 
to his trust, was elected for another 
term.

GLIDDEN TOUR NEWS 


Sunday, July 12, Will Be Spent at 


Popular Resort. 


Buffalo, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, 
Albany and Boston will be the five 
largest cities touched by the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association's tourin 
contest for the Glidden trophy this 
year and they will be reached in the 
order named. 
New York City will 
not be entered and New Jersey soil 
will not be touched 'during the tour. 
The route was changed on Monday 
so as to include Philadelphia and 
avoid New Jersey. 
Secretary Dai 
Lewis and his six-cylinder Premier 
pathfinder had reached the Delaware 
Water Gap, but Chairman F. B. How- 
er. directed that they go back to Har- 
risburg and lay the route from there 
to Philadelphia. The big car, driven 
by Ray McNamara, did not get away 
from Harrisburg until nearly noon on 
Monday and did not reach Philadel- 
phia until Tuesday night. Tuesday's 
run made the twelfth day out for the 
pathfinding oar but on the tour itself 
Philadelphia will be the stopping 
place on the night of the sixth day 
out, or the fifth day of travel, Sun- 
day, July 12, being spent at Bedford 
Springs. 


The reason for eliminating New 
Jersey from the route of this year's 
tour is the sandbagging motor law of 
the state. It was originally planned 
to run from Philadelphia to Atlantic 
City and spend Sunday at that resort. 
It would have cost the contestants 
about $13 license fee for each car, 
however, for the two days and so the 
state was avoided and instead of get- 
ting a reasonable fee, like other 
states, it will get nothing. Its princi- 
pal resort will likewise be minus sev- 
eral thousand dollars that the tour- 
ists would have spent there but for 
the attitude of the state's law-makers 
toward those who use automobiles 
From Philadelphia the route of the 
tour will be through the Delaware 
Water Gap and by way of Port Jervis 
into New York and up to Albany 
Thence it will go through the most 
interesting parts of New England -

TOOK HIS OWN LIFE 


Revolver Shot Fatal to William H. 


Wilkinson of Ashcom. 


The little village of Ashcom, near 
Everett, was startled Tuesday even- 
ing when it became known that Wil- 
liam H. Wilkinson, a resident of that 
place, had taken his own life. Fam- 
ily troubles are assigned as the cause 
of this rash act. He was a son of 
Philip Wilkinson of East Providence 
and was aged 34 years, seven months 
and 27 days. 


On March 7, 1907, Mr. Wilkin- 
son's wile, who was Miss Edith E. 
Price, daughter of Valentine Price, 
died at their home in Ashcom, leav- 
ing four small children. 
Since that 
time "Mrs. William Oliver had been 
keeping house for the Wilkinsons. 
Deceased was employed at the stone 
quarry until recently and had grown 
despondent because of his inabilitv 
to obtain work. 
During the pas't 
week he made several unsuccessful 
attempts to place his children in com- 
fortable homes. 


Mrs. Oliver was engaged in house- 
cleaning and between 6:30 and 7 
o'clock Tuesday evening Wilkinson 
was assisting in placing the heavy 
furniture in an upstairs room. 
In 
moving a trunk he took from it a 
revolver and with the words, "This 
ends it all," fired, the bullet lodging 
in the left breast near the heart. 
Death resulted in about five minutes, 
the wounded man meanwhile stag- 
gering into an adjoining room and 
falling upon the bed. A sister of 
Mrs. Oliver and one or two others 
were on the porch at the time and 
on hearing the shot hurried -to his 
assistance but death had preceded 
them. ' 


Coroner F. S. Campbell of Hope- 
well was summoned and after view- 
ing the body decided that an inquest 
was unnecessary. 
The funeral was 
held yesterday afternoon, interment 
being-made in St. Mark's Lutheran 
graveyard.

AN OLD SALEM STRATEGIST. 


The Cruise of the Rajah and a Corn* 


In Wild Pepper. 


Evidently Americans were hustlers 


and strategists of commerce from the 
beginning, for witness a good story of 
fact as told by Ralph D. Pafte in the 
Outing Magazine: 


"In 1793 Captain Jonathan Carnes of 


Salem was looking for trade along the 
Sumatra coast. Touching at the port 
of Bencoolen, he happened to learn 
that wild pepper might be found along 
the northwest coast of Sumatra. 
The 


Dutch East India company was not as 
alert as this solitary YaiS<;e shipmas- 
ter roaming along strange and hostile 
coasts. 


"Captain-Carnes kept his knowledge 


to himself, completed his voytSge to Sa- 
lem and there whispered it to a mer- 
chant, Jonathan Peele, that as soon as 
possible a secret pepper expedition 
should be fitted out. Mr. Peete order- 
ed a fast schooner built. She was call- 
ed tbe Rajah and carried four guns 
and ten men. There was much gossip- 
ing speculation about her destination, 
but Captain Carnes had nothing at all 
to say. In November, 1795, he cleared 
for Sumatra, and not a soul in Salem 
except his owner and himself knew 
whither he was bound. Her cargo con- 
sisted of brandy, gin, iron, tobacco and 
dried flsh to be bartered for wild pep- 
per. 


"For eighteen months no word re- 


turned from the Rajah and her mys- 
terious quest. Captain Carnes might 
have been wrecked on coasts whereof 
he had no charts, or he might have 
been slain by hostile natives, but Jon- 
athan Peele,. having risked his stake as 
Salem merchants were wont to do, 
busied himself with other affairs and 
pinned his faith to the proved sagacity 
and pluck of Jonathan Carnes. 


"At last a string of signal flags flut- 


tered from a station at the harbor 
mouth. 
Jonathan Peele reached for 


his spyglass and saw a schooner's top- 
sails lifting from seaward. The Rajah 
had come home, and when she let go 
her anchor in Salem harbor Captain 
Jonathan Games brought word ashore 
that he had secured a cargo of wild 
pepper in bulk -which would return a 
profit of at least 700 per cent on the 
total cost of vessel and voyage. 


"In other words, this one 'adventure' 


of the Rajah realized what amounted 
to a comfortable fortune in that gen- 
eration. 


"There was great excitement among 


the other^Salem merchants. They for- 
sook their desks to discuss this pepper 
bonanza, but Captain Jonathan Carnes 
had nothing to say, and 
Jonathan 


Peele was as dumb as a Salem harbor 
clam. 
The Rajah was at once refit- 


ted for a secoad Sumatra voyage, and 
in their eagerness to fathom her daz- 
zling secret several rival merchants 
hastily made vessels ready for sea with 
orders to go to that coast as fast as 
canvas could carry them and endeavor 
to find out where Captain Carnes found 
his wild pepper. They hurried to Ben- 
cooleu, but were unsuccessful and had 
to proceed to India to fill their holds 
with whatever cargoes came to hand. 
Meanwhile the Rajah slipped away for 
a second pepper voyage and returned 
with 150,000 pounds of the precious 
condiment."

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WHAT IS A GAS? 


Well, Here Is Lord Kelvin's Quaintly 


Eccentric Definition. 


One of the late Lord Kelvin's stu- 


dents at the University of Glasgow- 
writes of some of the old scientist's 
peculiarities: "To those who attended 
the natural philosophy class at Glas- 
gow university Lord Kelvin, or, rather, 
Sir Buly (for to that length our ir- 
reverent love of the genial old man 
would go), is a cherished memory—a 
memory of a great man who gave 'ar- 
ticulate shape to the thoughts that 
wander through eternity.' His appeal 
to our humorous faculties was due 
partly to some personal peculiarities, 
partly to the sublimely unconscious 
use of very familiar objects and ex- 
tremely colloquial phrases to illustrate 
his great thoughts on great things. 
Never blessed with powers of clear 
enunciation, he had a way of wrestling 
with certain words and giving them a 
prolonged rolling intonation that added 
point to those unintentionally humor- 
ous observations which he was ever 
making and >for which, thoughtless yet 
not wholly unlovable crew that we 
were, we were ever looking. Let me 
cite some examples. Lecturing on the 
nature of a gas one day, Lord Kelvin 
thus delivered himself: 'Imagine a 
thousand million students rushing with 
Incredible velocity in one direction and 
a thousand million students rushing 
with the same velocity in the opposite 
direction and meeting. That is a gas.' 
Doubtless, but the homely simile com- 
pelled laughter and at the same time 
ieft us both mystified and enlightened. 


"But his greatest feat was the play- 


ing of a simple tune on a huge trom- 
bone. Conceive, if you can, a learned 
professor of silvered locks and beard, 
dressed in the black robes of bis office 
and surrounded by scientific instru- 
ments, slowly squeezing from a giant 
trombone some familiar air and you 
will understand why I have said that 
Lord Kelvin often made too strong' 
appeal to our sense of the humorous. 
For himself he was sublimely uncon- 
scious of tbe humorous picture which 
he presented. He was too intent upon 
his scientific triumph for the laughter 
—and It was laughter that literally 
held both its sides—to reach his ears. 


"Lord Kelvin was once in his usual 


delightfully Inconsequent way rambling 
along and letting his great mind slow- 
ly unfold its great thoughts. One of 
the many subjects on which he touch- 
ed was the transmission of light from 
distant worlds. 'Here,' he said, 'I have 
a calf's foot jelly made by Lady Thom- 
son. 
Observe tbe wabbly motion of 


the jelly [here suiting the word by ac- 
tion"]. Gentlemen, for aught we know 
to the contrary, interstellar space may 
be one vast calf's foot jolly.' 


"He was, as I have said, singularly 


simple in many of his ways. To suc- 
cessive generations of students he illus- 
trated 'uniform motion in a straight 
line' in a singularly characteristic fash- 
ion. 
Lame in one leg, he always walk- 


ed with a most marked limp, yet he 
Illustrated 'uniform motion in a straight 
line' by hobbling round his rostrum in 
a circle. I do not believe that ho ever 
knew why his pathetically humorous 
way of Illustrating a simple fact In 
kinetics mndo his successive classes 
'smile confoundedly loud.'" —Chicago 
News.

That all his re- 
cent speeches show him to be a man 
of great good common sense and 
trained in the school of experience. 
Moreover, they point to the fact that 
the Republican administration is sit- 
ting up and taking notice of his can- 
didacy and that it is getting scared 
and is afraid he will be nominated, 
and that he can beat Taft. That one 
thing is bringing more Democrats to 
regard" Governor Johnson in a most 
favorable light than possibly any 
other one thing. I know that the Re- 
publican leaders here shake . their 
heads when the possibility of the 
nomination of Governor Johnson is 
mentioned, and even the most con- 
servative of them admit that they 
think they would have a hard time 
electing Taft if the Democrats should 
nominate Johnson. 
There 
is no 


doubt that the South can nominate 
either Bryan or Johnson and the 
South just now, at least the Southern 
leaders here, are beginning to see 
victory, if no mistakes are made at 
Denver, and therefore, are advocating 
that their States send uninstructed 
delegations. 
They at least want to 
talk the matter over with all the 
.leaders of the party. If they see vic- 
tory with Governor Johnson at the 
head of the ticket they want the op- 
portunity to vote for him and not be 
tied up hard and fast to any man in 
advance. 
These are the absolute 


facts of the situation here regardless 
of what any individual thinks of Mr. 
Bryan or any other candidate. 


Taft and Knox 


From the Republican standpoint it 


looks like Taft, but there are rifts in 
his lute that the Taft people do not 
like to contemplate. One of them is 
the growing popularity of Senator 
Knox of Pennsylvania. So far as the 
Democrats are concerned, they also 
are sorry to see it. The Democratic 
leaders have admitted to me that they 
would much rather see Taft nomi- 
nated than Senator Knox. They be- 
lieve he is a much stronger man than 
Taft. 
In the first place they say he 
has his State with him solidly, that 
he stands.'well with the labor people, 
while Taft does not, and that he will 
not have the negro vote to contend 
with as would Taft, should he be 
nominated, and that he will get the 
solid support of all the Republican 
standpatters on the tariff question 
and that their support means money. 
Besides all this he is known to be the 
second choice of the administration, 
and many believe that if Taft should 
not be nominated and that Roosevelt 
should absolutely decline, as nearly 
everyone believes he will, that he 
would throw his strength, or rather 
the Taft strength which he controls, 
to Knox and not shed a single tear 
over the result. Many have expressed 
the opinion here that Johnson could 
easily beat Taft, but they do not hes- 
itate to say that Knox would be the 
most dangerous candidate from a 
Democratic standpoint for the Repub- 
licans to nominate.
